The story you sav in the Nev York Times about a Soviet plan 
to invest 45 billion dollars in oil production cause ori ginally 
from an article entitled "Problems of Oil in the Long-Range Develop, 
xaent of the Rational Economy of the USSR" signed by M. Brenner in 
a Soviet journal named Yoprosl Ekonomiki (jfo. 2. 1958. p. 28). 
Brenner said that over -the next fifteen years the OSSK intended to 
invest 150-180 billion rubles in the extractive phase of the oil 
industry. Using the 1950 ruble as a basis, 180 billion rubles 
would equal 45 billion dollars. A more realistic figure, however, 
based cm Soviet 1955 priced would be 21-26 billion dollars. 

Regarding Sir David 'gs.sleg 1 remark, we have no relevant public 
inf carnation on Soviet intentions to export petroleum to the United 
Kingdcatt other than what was in ay recent speech. There seems to 
be no doubt that Servlet exports of petroleum to Western Europe will 
continue to increase.

I expect to be here in Venezuela for another couple of months, 
bringing up-to-date my report of six years ago for the Banco Central 
on the economy of Venezuela. After that I will return to Washington 
for a copple of weeks before going on to fuc son.
